1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation of the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for highways and bridges. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money necessary to secure state aid con- 
struction of highways. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money necessary to secure state aid main- 
tenance of highways. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money necessary to secure state aid for 
maintenance of trunk line highways. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
‘aise and appropriate for street lighting. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of eighteen hundred and thirty dollars and 
eighteen cents to pay for the new state aid bridge. 

9, To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
of two per cent on tax paid before June Ist and of one 
per cent on taxes paid before July Ist. 

10. To see if the town will vote to take any action 
relative to building a cemetery vault and to raise and 
appropriate money therefor. 

11. To see if the town will vote to build a new bridge 
across the Wildcat River, in the villag and to move 
the present bridge to the site of the old wooden bridge near 
the “Bordet estate” and to appropriate money for the same. 

12. To see if the town will vote to apply for state aid 
bridge construction and to raise and appropriate money 
for the same. | 
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13. To see if the town will take any action relative to 
erection of road signs where needed and to raise and appro- 
priate money therefor.

The report of the work done by the Library and a 
statement of its condition for the year ending February 
J, 1931, is herewith submitted. 

The Library has been open 112 days, from July 1, to 
October 1, the hours were from 10 a. m. to 1 p. m., daily; 
and for the remaining months from 2 to 4 every Saturday. 
In this time the total number of books given out was 2,300; 
a monthly average of 192 volumes and a weekly average of 
44 volumes.

There is little that is new or of unusual interest to 
report in connection with the schools. Miss Trickey con- 
tinues as Principal of the Grammar School. Miss Thurston 
resigned from the primary school and her place was taken 
by Miss Bernice Osgood, a graduate of Plymouth Normal 
School. Miss Lena LaPierre, also a graduate of Plymouth, 
is teaching a school of six pupils at Dundee. So far this 
year the attendance at Dundee has been excellent and the 
pupils have made good progress. 

In the village school there has been considerable sick- 
ness. As colds and other ailments are carried from one 
pupil to another, it would seem wise for every parent to 
make sure before sending their children to school in the 
morning, that they have nothing about them which would 
be a menace to others in the school.
